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Baltimore's New B-Notes 


According to baltimoregreencurrency.org and the Baltimore Sun, series 2 
of the Baltimore B-Notes was issued April 30th, at a launch party event 
at Gallery 788. Originally issued as a BN1 and BN5 on April 17, 2011 
(as reported in the Spring and Summer, 2011 issues of The Maryland 
Numismatist), the new series has a redesigned BN1 and BN5, as well as 
new BN10 and BN20 denominations. All notes were designed by 
Richard Winchell. 

Both series' NB1 portrays Frederick Douglas on the front with a 
Baltimore Oriole (the bird, not the baseball player) on the back, while the 
NB5 portrays Edgar Allen Poe on the front and a raven on the back. The 
more sedate portraits have been replaced with more dynamic ones and a 
background reminiscent of the Maryland flag (and also Lord Baltimore's 
coat of arms). The new NB10 portrays Bea Gaddy, who advocated for 
the poor was known for distributing food and clothing on the front and a 
Baltimore checkerspot butterfly on the back. The new NB20 shows 
Lillie May Carroll Jackson, former president of the NAACP Baltimore 
branch on the front and a Maryland blue crab on the back. 

There are now 230 locally-owned businesses that accept B-Notes on par 
with the U.S. dollar, and several cambios where anyone can buy them at 
a discount (US $20 will get you BN22). You can also redeem B-Notes 
at a cambio, but at the same discounted rate. There are currently more 
than 40,000 B-Notes outstanding, most circulating but some are in 
collections. Local currencies exist in a number of American cities; most 
famous are the Ithaca, New York hours which trade at $10 each. The 
idea is to keep money in the locality. Money earned in Baltimore (and 
surrounding suburbs) is spent at shops owned by residents, not at 
nationwide or regional chains. It also allows for the funding of local 
businesses outside of the commercial banking system.

Part Thirty-One: Tentex and Related Medals 
by Simcha Kuritzky, NLG 

One series of medals I recently completed has a large figure and sigil on 
one side of its 38mm disk and a lot of text on the back. The text is in an 
almost medieval style font with only lower case characters (though I use 
upper case in my transcription). I have found these in three forms. By 
far the most common is a set of silver rounds with a T in a square 
trademark at the bottom followed by TENTEX INC. 1983 © ONE 
TROY OUNCE .999 FINE SILVER. This text is in a sans-serif all caps 
font. Following are photos of both sides of the medals and the lengthy 
description of people of that sign. They do not give the sign's dates. 



Aries The most entertaining sign of the zodiac, you require much 
activity to express yourself to greatest advantage. Replace that hasty and 
impulsive tendency to leap before you look with a well ordered plan your 
brilliant mind can envision.

The Tentex silver rounds can be found for sale with a little searching of 
the Internet, but some signs are more readily available than others. 
Another format I've only managed to buy once is the same size and 
description in aluminum, but at the bottom is the signature Farroll 
Righter and below is AstroMint © 1974. The dot of the letter i in Mint is 
a star. I can view a number of them on expired auctions, but no one is 
willing to say what metal they are, so I don't know if they are always 
aluminum or if they were made from some other metal. 


The last version I've found is from Ivan Rash of the Rainbow Mint. His 
medals are uniface and he hand painted them (the Gemini is shown as an 
example). Hand stamped on the otherwise blank back are his initials 
ILR 000. These were made quite recently, so someone still has the dies. 
Perhaps more versions will show up in the future. 


This medal series is unusual in that, despite the large amount of text, 
there is no listing of the days ruled by the sun sign or corresponding 
lucky colors, numbers, days of the week, etc.

Part Thirty-Two: British National Transport Tokens 

by Simcha Kuritzky, NLG 

In 1967, Manchester and Droylsden, England started issuing aluminum 
tokens usable in either city's bus service. This was expanded in 1972 to 
the whole country as the National Transport system. The original 
denominations were 2p and 3p, with 5p added later. The national system 
has issued lOp, 20p, 50p, and £1. The 20p shows different types of 
buses and trolleys and the 50p shows British landmarks. In 1994 and 
1995, the lOp showed zodiac symbols.

I've noticed there are two forms of the Capricorn, one with the head right 
up against the lettering and one with some space between. 
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The two obverses are essentially identical. NATIONAL TRANSPORT 
TOKEN around the top with the date 1994 or 1995 below and a large 10 
in the center. This is inside a heptagonal (seven-sided) border with a 
thick rim. The tokens have medallic orientation (both sides have the 
same direction when rotated side-to-side), but I do have one Aquarius 
1995 token with coin orientation (same direction when rotated top-to- 
bottom). The rims have an interrupted reeding. The 19mm tokens are 
on 2.6mm thick aluminum planchets.
